Exxesr 
Satow ie to be congratulated on deserving 
well of his country, Had his predecessors 
at Feking been diplomatists of the came 
‘stamp Britain might, have been eaved much 
of the humiliation which her lately discarded 
policy in China bas brought on her. In the

disposal adopted, althongh saperior to that of 
using the story chanzels for tho water-carriago 
of the sowage, docs not appear to be in all 
respects ‘satisfactory under the conditions 
obtaiiiug in Hongkeng. Besides the diftcul- 
ties attending the water-carziage of sewage 
in o town so sitnated, the. suocessfal cun- 
nection of some of the house drains in tho 
native quarter inydlving the. possiile introduc- 
tion of water-closets, previously unknown, con- 
stitutes, says the writer, a serious obstacle. It 
is open to question, ho adds, ‘whether tho 
simplo hand-carriage systom, notwithstanding 
the admitted defects of thé metliod, would not 
havo been preferable as the less of two evils, 
Apart from the difficnlty of “tidal block, 
which might be minimised, the author favours 
the view that- there are no. engineering 
difficulties to prevent the ‘ultimate suscess of 
water-carriage in Hongkoug. Wh tis chiefy 
desirablo is ao moro definite separation of the 
localities . inhabited .by natives from those 
following. the custome ond habits of cleon- 
Hiness usual amongst Anglo-Saxon races. As 
phere does not’ seem te. be much hope that 
the ussges of Europoon houses will extend 
to the. Chineso, so thot all covld bo sewered 
alike on Western principles, tliere is a groat 
deal to be: asid in favour of! Mr. Alford’s

NEW TACTICS AGAINST CHINESE 
IN THE U.S 


—o-- 

* Pho San Francisco Argonont write 

thirty years of agilation and twenty years ot 
legislation against the coming of Chines 
Is boursra into this country, the labour organiza- 
tions have docided that there is a more éffectire 
method of restriction. Exclusion laws. hare 
always’ been unsatisfactory, because’ Eastern 
sentiment againat: exclusion has prevented the 
enoctment of suficiontly stringent laws. Mor- 
vvor, the defect of the laws that wero passod 
have been intensified by the half-hearted maanor 
in which they have been enforced in some places. 
A writer in tho Labour Clovion, the official organ 
of iho trades-uniona in this city, points out tho 
changed attitudo of organised labour. Formerly 
tho antagovism was expressed by acta of porsons}, 
Siolenco ond abuzo—a policy which, howover 
rouch it might worry the Chinese themzelves, 
gained no new supporters of the exolusion 
policy, Tho labour mnions, in thoir struggles 
against: capital, however, have discovered a 
weapon they are uaing offectively against the 
Chinese. This is the boycott. Tho Broom: 
mak: rs’ Union, for inatonce, has organised acam- 
paign against thoso who haxdle Chinese-made 
brooms. Ono firm hay been boycotted, while,en 
the other hand, o number of doelera have signed 
“ngreoments to handls none but union-madegoods, 
Other trades are adopting the same tactics, and 
tho Chinese Isundyrymop, ogainst whom the 
policy was first enforced, admit that their busi- 
ness has been sotiously injured. It ia predicted 
by tho unionists that, with only the weno! semi- 
active enforcement of restrictive laws, they can 
iow make business so. unprofitable for Chineso 
that they will stiy away.

‘Tbe vessel, built to the order of the 
British Government, is-a' magnificent tribute 
to the shipbuilding (rade of the Clyde. She is 
not only the largest battleship constructed 
on tho Clyde, but wor completed in ten 
months—o world’s record in naval constraction, 
The construction of the Commonwealth was 
proceeded with 80 quietly that she was Jonnched 
with two birds’ nests in hor. hold. 

Here oro come figures concerning the new 
battleship :—Displacement, 16,350 tons; length, 
4025ft,; beam, 75ft.; draught, 263ft.; indicated 
hp. 16,000 ; spoed, 18,5 knots; crew, 755 men. 
The Commonweulth is the first battleship that 
will be furnished complete with all guns, eto., 
ou board by private builders.

affect the hums org sis, often producing a 
kind of intoxication, and sometimes oven giving 
riss-to serious troubles. The vapours of most.
